To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the  Sixty-Fourth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  activities  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year 
1972.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Regulation  13  of  the  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped 
Pupils  Regulations  Act,  1953. 

The  responsibility  for  the  general  routine  administration  of  the 
Service  and  the  discharge  of  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  medical 
inspection  of  pupils,  both  for  routine  and  specific  purposes,  together 
with  the  performance  of  special  procedures,  for  example  vaccination 
against  Tuberculosis,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  etc.,  has  been 
that  of  Dr.  D.  B.  Walls,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  assisted 
by  Dr.  J.  Somner.  In  the  discharge  of  certain  of  these  duties  relating 
to  the  special  schools  the  responsibility  has  been,  as  in  former  years, 
that  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

As  this  report  of  necessity  is  compiled  in  retrospect,  which  is 
evident  from  the  date  above,  it  is  now  appropriate  that  I  should 
record  with  regret  the  rather  sudden  death  of  my  predecessor  in 
September,  1973.  Dr.  R.  H.  Dawson  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
from  1937  until  his  retirement  in  January,  1969,  and  he  assumed  the 
role  of  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  following  the  implementation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  He  will  be  remembered 
with  esteem  and  respect  by  all  who  worked  with  him  throughout  his 
long  service  in  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Special  Services  Sub- 
Committee,  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  to  the  Staff  of  this 
Department,  for  their  assistance  and  willing  co-operation  throughout 
the  year  in  the  interests  of  the  School  Health  Service.

There  are  two  full-time  dentists  in  attendance  daily. 

Medical 

Wednesday  afternoons,  or  by  special  appointment. 

Minor  Ailments 

Monday  to  Friday  mornings. 

Physiotherapy 

Tuesday  morning. 

Refraction 

Thursday  mornings,  fortnightly. 

Speech  Therapy 

Daily,  morning  and  afternoon. 

Co-ordination 

Arrangements  in  this  area  provide  for  continuity  of  supervision 
of  the  health  of  children  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  school  life. 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Service  records  of  pre-school  children 
who  had  defects  being  transferred  to  the  School  Health  Service  when 
children  reach  the  age  of  5  years. 

Co-ordination  between  the  School  Health  Service,  the  Council’s 
other  services,  the  hospital  services  and  general  medical  practitioners 
has  been  maintained. 

School  Meals  and  Milk 

During  1972,  one  day  returns  showing  the  number  of  children 
having  school  dinners  were  taken  on  10th  October.  The  numbei  of 
children  taking  meals  was  5,962,  of  whom  1,720  had  free  meals,  the 
former  figure  being  47*77  %  of  the  school  roll  which  showed  a  slight 
increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  eligible  children 
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taking  school  milk  was  96-75.  Those  eligible  were  infants  and  those 
juniors  entitled  on  grounds  of  health  and  age  in  accordance  with  the 
Education  Milk  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  September, 
1971. 

The  price  of  the  school  meal  has  remained  at  12p. 

One  new  kitchen  was  opened  during  the  year  bringing  the  number 
in  the  Borough  up  to  24. 

Provision  of  Free  Milk 

Certificates  authorising  free  milk  to  junior  children  on  health 
grounds  were  issued  to  56  children  in  accordance  with  the  Education 
Milk  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1971,  and  a 
further  30  children  had  their  certificates  renewed  for  another  12 
months. 

Immunisation 

The  programme  of  immunisation  for  school  children  in  the  13 — 14 
year  old  age  group  was  continued  in  1972. 

This  covered  rubella  vaccination  for  13  year  old  girls,  and  polio 
and  tetanus  re-inforcing  injections  for  14  year  old  boys  and  girls. 
Where  possible,  rubella  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  school,  but 
for  polio  and  tetanus  boosters  pupils  usually  attended  the  school 


clinic.

Children  in  other  age  groups  can  receive  polio  and  tetanus 
vaccination  at  the  Health  Department,  and  facilities  are  also  available 
for  diphtheria  immunisation  at  the  various  Maternal  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  of  the  Health  Department,  or  at  the  surgeries  of 
general  practitioners. 

Details  of  numbers  receiving  this  protective  treatment  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

Protection  against  tuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  all  school 
children  in  the  13  year  old  age  group. 

During  1972,  811  children  were  skin  tested  and  all  those  with  a 
negative  reaction  or  a  positive  Grade  1  reaction  were  vaccinated  at 
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the  school  clinic.  Of  the  remaining  positive  reactors  5  children  were 
referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  investigation,  but  no  case  of  active 
tuberculosis  was  discovered  among  those  examined.

Medical  Inspections 

A  periodic  medical  inspection  of  children  in  the  following  age 
groups  was  carried  out  in  each  school. 

{a)  ENTRANTS — children  in  their  first  year  of  attendance  at 
a  maintained  primary  infant  school. 

{b)  INTERMEDIATES — children  in  their  last  year  of  attend¬ 
ance  at  a  maintained  primary  junior  school. 

(c)  LEAVERS — children  in  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  a 
maintained  secondary  school. 

{d)  OTHERS — children  of  all  ages  who  have  missed  inspection 
in  groups  (a),  {b),  (c). 

Prior  to  the  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  children  in  these 
age  groups,  the  schools  were  visited  by  a  School  Nurse,  who  weighed 
and  measured  the  children  and  tested  the  visual  acuity  of  those  in 
groups  (Z?),  (c)  and  {d).  At  the  actual  inspection  the  Medical  Officer 
was  accompanied  by  a  Nurse.  Parents  were  invited  to  be  present  at 
these  inspections. 

The  percentage  of  parents  who  were  present  at  periodic  inspections 
was  53*75  as  compared  with  57*55  in  1971,  58*05  in  1970  and  76*40 
in  1937. 

Special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  also  conducted  in  each 
School  department  once  during  the  year. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspections 

Periodic  Medical  Inspections  of  3,213  children  was  carried  out  in 
school,  and  all  were  recorded  as  being  in  a  satisfactory  general 
physical  condition.  The  defects  found  at  periodic  and  special 
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inspections  can  be  seen  in  the  Table  on  page  21  of  this  report  which 
shows  separately  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  treatment 
(T)  and  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require  observation  (O). 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  heights  and  weights  of 
boy  and  girl  entrants  selected  at  intervals,  over  a  period  of  years, 
since  periodic  medical  inspection  commenced.

Uncleanliness — Head 

(1)  GIRLS — of  the  1 ,596  girls  examined  at  periodic  inspections 

105  or  6*58  per  cent,  were  recorded  as  having 
nits;  69  or  4*32  per  cent  of  these  had  a  minor 
infestation  only.  One  child  was  verminous. 

(2)  BOYS  — of  the  1 ,617  boys  examined  at  periodic  inspection, 

67  or  4T4  per  cent  were  recorded  as  having  nits. 

Surprise  Cleanliness  Surveys 

In  1972,  21,188  examinations  for  uncleanliness  were  made  in  the 
schools  by  the  nursing  staff,  and  1,355  pupils  were  found  to  be 
infested.  No  cleansing  notices  were  issued.  The  supervision  and 
treatment  of  certain  children  found  to  have  dirty  heads  and  referred 
to  the  School  Clinic,  was  again  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurse  at 
the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Follow-up  Investigation 

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  carried  out  466  follow-up 
visits  on  children  who  were  under  observation  or  treatment.  218  of 
these  were  home  visits  and  248  were  school  visits. 
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Minor  Ailments 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics  were  conducted  by  a  school  nurse  on  five 
sessions  per  week  for  the  treatment  of  children,  referred  by  a  Head 
Teacher  or  a  Medical  Officer,  with  minor  injuries,  skin  conditions, 
etc.,  268  cases  attended  the  Clinic  and  made  987  attendances.  This 
compares  with  192  cases  and  1,235  attendances  in  1971  and  1,143 
cases  and  8,042  attendances  in  1948. 

Diseases  of  the  Skin 

94  children  were  receiving  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  skin, 
including  44  children  who  were  suffering  from  scabies,  and  received 
treatment  either  at  home  or  at  the  School  Clinic.  There  were  also 
19  cases  of  impetigo  and  31  other  cases  who  received  treatment  for 
eczema,  dermatitis  and  miscellaneous  infections. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

The  vision  of  the  first  year  entrants  to  Primary  Junior  Schools  was 
tested  by  a  School  Nurse,  and  any  child  suspected  of  having  a  visual 
defect  was  referred  to  a  Medical  Officer  for  further  investigation. 

During  the  year  456  Forms  O.S.C,  10 — as  compared  with  398  in 
1971  and  129  in  1953 — authorising  the  repair  or  replacement  of 
spectacles  were  issued  by  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Of  these  256 
were  charged  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  as  being  related  to 
cases  where  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  pupils  had  been  the  cause  of 
loss  or  damage. 

Eye  Testing  Clinic 

163  school  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by  an  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  128 
of  these  children.  Those  requiring  orthoptic  treatment  or  operations 
for  the  correction  of  squint,  were  referred  to  Newcastle  General 
Hospital. 

We  also  have  a  record  that  448  children  had  their  eyes  tested  by 
opticians.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  418  of  these. 

Speech  Therapy 

During  1972,  142  children  received  speech  therapy,  making  a  total 
of  660  attendances  at  the  school  clinic  and  806  attendances  in  school. 
45  new  patients  were  enrolled  in  1972  and  49  were  discharged. 

Hearing 

Routine  Audiometric  Sweep  Testing  was  carried  out  in  school  by 
the  school  nurses  on  children  in  the  5 — 6  year  old  age  group.

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

119  school  children  were  recorded  as  having  received  treatment  for 
Orthopaedic  and  Postural  defects,  3  as  hospital  out-patients,  and  the 
remainder  were  treated  by  Mrs.  Robinson,  Physiotherapist,  who  held 
a  clinic  one  half-day  session  per  week.  The  total  attendance  at  these 
clinics  was  528  and  this  figure  included  a  number  of  Woodlawn 
children  who  were  treated  by  Mrs.  Robinson  on  the  school  premises 
to  save  them  a  journey  out  of  school. 

Other  Defects  Treated 

Other  defects  treated,  not  falling  into  classifications  mentioned  in 
Tables  A  to  F  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  Page  23  Table  G.  The 
98  minor  ailments  treated  included  6  burns,  7  boils,  29  minor  injuries, 
48  septic  sores  and  8  miscellaneous  minor  ailments.

The  following  report  on  the  dental  inspection  and  treatment  of 
school  children  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  N.  A.  Eddy,  Chief  Dental 
Officer. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  4th  Annual  Report  on  the  School 
Dental  Service  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1972,  this  being 
the  48th  Annual  Report. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  for  the  service  owing  to  our 
inability  to  recruit  a  full-time  dental  officer  to  replace  Mrs.  P.  Smart 
until  September  when  Mrs.  D.  Ratcliff  took  up  her  post.  Mrs.  Smart 
had  continued  as  a  part-time  dental  officer  until  the  end  of  April 
and  we  were  very  grateful  for  her  services. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  retirement  in  June  of  Miss  H. 
Gray  after  over  45  years  with  the  School  Health  Service  in  Tyne¬ 
mouth  most  of  which  was  spent  in  the  School  Dental  Clinic.  I  am 
very  thankful  for  all  the  advice  and  assistance  that  she  gave  me  when 
I  took  up  my  post  in  1969.  In  September  Mrs.  E.  Browell  was  appoin¬ 
ted  to  replace  her. 

Early  in  May  Mr.  J.  G.  Potter  of  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science  paid  his  biennial  visit  to  review  the  service.  Following 
his  advice  posters  have  been  placed  in  the  Health  Department 
waiting  rooms  and  information  stamped  on  appointment  cards 
informing  parents  of  the  availability  of  inspection  and  treatment  for 
children  under  5  years  old.  In  addition  owing  to  our  continued 
inability  to  inspect  and  treat  all  children  attending  Primary  schools 
in  the  borough  he  advised  that  the  number  of  schools  covered  should 
be  reduced  so  that  those  selected  could  be  inspected  annually.  This 
has  been  done  but  it  is  hoped  that  gradually  the  number  of  schools 
can  be  increased.  However  it  is  probable  that  only  an  increase  in  the 
establishment  of  dental  officers  will  enable  us  to  cover  all  the  Primary 
Schools. 

Complete  details  of  the  various  forms  of  treatment  undertaken  can 
be  found  elsewhere  in  this  publication.  The  figures  are  considerably 
lower  than  the  previous  year  but  it  should  be  noted  that  the  number 
of  sessions  worked  is  also  lower.  One  encouraging  sign  is  that  the 
number  of  extractions  both  permanent  and  deciduous  has  decreased 
quite  markedly  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue. 
This  is  also  reflected  in  the  number  of  General  Anaesthetics  for  the 
extraction  of  teeth  which  totalled  669.  As  before  the  majority  were 
administered  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Steadman.  We  also  had  the  help  of  Dr. 
J.  L.  Murray  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  meet  the  demand 
at  that  time. 
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Owing  to  the  continued  demand  on  the  treatment  facilities  of  the 
service  and  shortage  of  staff  theie  has  not  been  opportunity  to 
undertake  a  systematic  programme  of  Dental  Health  Education 
Advice  and  posters  have  been  given  by  the  Dental  Officers  to  Head 
teachers  where  requested  and  children  attending  the  clinic  are  given 
literature  to  encourage  them  to  take  care  of  their  teeth.  We  have  also 
been  able  to  give  assistance  to  teachers  and  pupils  planning  dental 
health  projects  and  information  to  several  girls  enquiring  about 
careers  as  Dental  Ancillaries. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Health  and  School  Medical  Staff,  the 
Head  Teachers  and  their  Assistants  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Education  Officer 
and  the  staff  of  the  Education  office  for  their  help  and  advice  over  the 
past  year.

Child  Guidance  Clinic 

During  1972  the  long  awaited  Child  and  Family  Psychiatry  Unit 
at  Preston  Hospital  was  opened,  staffed  by  Dr.  Elspeth  Spencer,  and 
has  greatly  improved  the  local  situation.  The  Unit  was  established 
during  the  Summer  and  8  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Psychiatrist 
by  the  Educational  Psychologist.  Dr.  Day  has  also  continued  to  see 
mainly  Educationally  Sub-normal  patients  at  Preston  Hospital  and 
at  Ashleigh  School  and  this  has  been  of  great  help.  Close  contact  is 
maintained  between  the  Psychiatrist  and  the  Educational  Psycholo¬ 
gist  and  regular  case  conferences  are  held  with  Dr.  Spencer. 

School  Psychological  Service 

During  1972,  154  children  were  referred  to  the  Psychologist,  this 
is  a  slightly  lower  number  than  last  year  because  of  staff  illness.  Of 
these  7  either  withdrew  or  left  the  area  and  124  were  seen  and  tested 
psychologically,  of  whom  88  were  boys  and  36  were  girls.  These  were

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  other  services  such  as  the 
Speech  Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Education  Welfare  Officers,  and 
the  co-operation  of  these  colleagues  is  much  appreciated. 

Woodlawn  School  and  Southlands  Special  School 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Woodlawn  and  Southlands  Special 
Schools  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  Health 
Visitor.  58  re-examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  to 
check  on  children’s  progress  and  to  ascertain  if  they  were  fit  to  return 
to  an  ordinary  school. 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Report  of  the  Head  Teachers, 
giving  details  of  the  work  of  the  two  Special  Schools. 


WOODLAWN  SCHOOL 
REPORT  FOR  1972 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of 
Woodlawn  School  for  1972. 

We  are  still  fortunate  in  having  our  complete  full-time  teaching 
staff  and  that  extra  staff  help  us  with  the  teaching  of  French,  German, 
and  wind  instruments.  Our  part-time  teacher  of  music  is  Miss  Turn- 
bull,  she  is  blind  but  it  is  good  to  see  how  well  she  manages  in  our 
school. 

A  stable  atmosphere  is  created  by  the  staff  and  I  appreciate  their 
difficulties  in  coping  with  the  varied  physical,  emotional  and  learning 
handicaps.  Their  patient  effort  brings  worth  while  results. 

Boy  pupils  are  still  in  the  majority  and  this  creates  problems  in 
organisation  of  classes  and  groups.  Some  pupils  were  transferred 
back  to  primary  and  secondary  schools,  others  left  to  go  on  to 
Further  Education  and  take  up  jobs.  We  still  have  a  good  record  for 
placing  pupils  in  work  although  difficulties  do  arise  with  certain 
pupils. 

One  boy  is  taking  a  G.C.E.  Course  in  school  and  will  sit  for 
examinations  in  1973.  We  hope  for  some  success  in  this  venture  as 
we  feel  we  have  a  good  candidate. 

We  still  cater  for  a  wide  range  of  handicaps,  the  most  obvious 
seriously  handicapped  are  in  the  lower  age  groups.

I  wish  to  thank  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff 
for  the  ready  support  always  willingly  given.  In  particular  I  wish  to 
thank  Dr.  Catton  for  her  visits  and  discussions  at  Woodlawn  School. 
It  is  always  reassuring  to  feel  that  we  have  such  wonderful  help  at 
hand  from  all  at  the  Health  Department.  One  nurse  is  involved  each 
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day  with  the  exercises  for  the  asthma  and  chest  cases,  and  this  routine 
is  working  very  well.  The  nurse  also  gives  support  when  required  and 
does  the  regular  head  examinations. 

As  usual  our  thanks  for  their  help  go  to  Mrs.  Roberts  the  Speech 
Therapist,  Mrs.  Robinson  our  Physiotherapist  and  to  Miss  Wheway 
our  Child  Psychologist. 

Our  teaching  team  has  been  extended  by  the  services  of  a  part-time 
teacher  of  French  and  one  for  German,  one  for  music  and  another 
for  wind  instruments.  A  small  group  of  children  require  the  services 
of  our  teacher  for  the  deaf,  Mr.  Wilson,  and  the  number  of  hearing 
aids  used  gradually  increases. 

Our  outdoor  activities  are  still  expanding  and  we  are  trying  to 
give  our  pupils  equal  opportunities  with  normal  pupils.  The  Youth 
Club  is  still  a  regular  feature  every  Tuesday  evening  and  is  well 
attended.  Visits  to  the  surrounding  area  are  a  feature  of  the  summer 
months  and  we  even  tackled  a  Y.H.A.  weekend  with  a  group  of  six 
senior  boys.  This  was  a  great  success  and  we  hope  to  repeat  the 
venture  this  year. 

We  started  pony  riding  this  year  and  eleven  pupils  are  involved 
with  this  project.  Four  pupils  are  showing  real  talent  and  all  the 
rest  are  making  very  good  progress. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  that,  along  with  Southlands  School, 
we  have  been  given  two  vehicles  to  transport  our  pupils  on  outdoor 
activities.  One  converted  ambulance  was  donated  by  the  Tynemouth 
Round  Table  and  it  has  proved  very  useful.  The  other  vehicle,  a 
small  minibus,  was  donated  by  the  Variety  Club  of  Great  Britain, 
and  this  also  is  proving  to  be  an  asset  to  the  schools. 

Swimming  is  a  popular  activity  with  the  pupils  and  four  are  doing 
more  advanced  work  with  Mrs.  Logie  at  the  Preston  Swimming  Pool. 

Our  major  effort  for  raising  funds  was  again  our  December  Coffee 
Morning  and  we  reached  a  target  of  about  £1 10. 

It  has  been  an  exceptional  year  for  donations,  the  outstanding  one 
has  been  the  donation  from  the  Round  Table,  Tynemouth,  when  they 
provided  all  the  finance  required  to  buy,  convert  and  insure  the 
ambulance  for  the  first  year.  We  very  much  appreciate  the  help  so 
generously  given  by  local  charities  and  friends  which  has  enabled  us 
to  purchase  instruments  and  equipment  for  our  pupils. 

Our  domestic  staff,  including  the  school  meals  staff,  are  all  with  us 
yet  and  we  appreciate  their  support  and  efforts  during  the  year. 
There  is  always  a  willingness  to  give  a  helping  hand  at  the  crucial 
moment. 

The  staff  at  the  Education  Office  gave  their  valuable  assistance 
throughout  the  year  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  help  given  to  us 
from  all  deoartments.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chief  Education  Officer 
and  all  his  staff  for  their  advice  and  help  when  required. 
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I  also  wish  to  thank  Alderman  J.  Lisle  and  our  Chairman  of  the 
Education  Committee,  Councillor  J.  Knox  for  their  visits  during  the 
year. 

Again  the  chair  cases  are  very  obvious  in  the  school  and  the 
physically  handicapped  group  is  the  most  dominant.  My  ancillaries 
are  kept  busy  attending  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  also  giving 
support  to  the  teachers  in  the  classroom  situations.  Their  job  is 
demanding  but  rewarding  and  must  give  them  a  feeling  of  satis¬ 
faction  when  the  children  respond  so  well  to  their  care. 

To  all  the  staff  at  Woodlawn,  teaching,  ancillary,  domestic  and 
clerical  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for  their  support  and  efforts  in  a 
demanding  situation.

REPORT  FOR  1972 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  work  of  Southlands 
School  for  1972. 

The  number  on  roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  117;  70  boys 
and  47  girls.  During  the  year  19  children  were  admitted;  12  boys  and 
7  girls.  1 3  children,  5  boys  and  8  girls  left  during  the  year,  7  to  take 
up  employment,  3  left  the  district,  2  entered  the  Adult  Training 
Centre,  and  1  transferred  to  Ashleigh  School. 

The  average  number  on  roll  was  118,  and  the  average  attendance 
was  109.

During  the  year  Dr.  B.  J.  Catton  carried  out  the  medical  inspection 
of  the  school  leavers  and  of  certain  children  throughout  the  school. 
Nurse  Hart  took  over  the  duties  previously  carried  out  by  Nurse 
Buxton,  including  assisting  Dr.  Catton  at  these  inspections. 

Miss  J.  P.  Wheway  carried  out  the  psychometric  assessment  of  a 
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number  of  children  and  assisted  with  certain  individual  children  in 
the  school. 

Mrs.  K.  Roberts  carried  out  speech  therapy  with  a  number  of 
children  on  her  weekly  visits  to  the  school.  We  were  fortunate  in 
receiving  the  services  of  Mr.  I.  Wilson  from  the  Northumberland 
Partial  Hearing  Service  who  visited  the  school  throughout  the  year 
to  help  with  education  of  three  children  with  partial  hearing. 

Mr.  N.  A.  Eddy  carried  out  the  annual  dental  inspection  of  the 
children  and  dealt  with  children  requiring  treatment. 

Miss  T.  Stellfox,  a  Tynemouth  Youth  Employment  Officer  visited 
the  school  on  a  number  of  occasions  to  talk  to  the  school  leavers  and 
assisted  them  to  gain  employment  when  they  left  school. 

The  Youth  Club  for  our  older  children  and  past  pupils  met 
throughout  the  year.  The  Leadership  of  the  club  was  relinquished 
■  by  Mr.  F.  Wakeham  who  had  started  it,  and  ran  for  nine  years,  and 
a  member  of  the  staff,  Mr.  E.  Morgan  took  over  this  challenging 
worthwhile  job.  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  the  grateful  thanks 
of  all  the  club  members,  past  and  present,  to  Mr.  Wakeham  for  his 
excellent  work  over  the  past  nine  years. 

The  Parent/Teacher  Association  continued  to  meet  throughout 
the  year,  providing  a  meeting  ground  for  teachers  and  parents  out  of 
school  hours.  They  held  a  number  of  social  functions  and  again  ran 
a  very  well  organised  Sports  Day  on  a  Saturday  in  June.  The  P.T.A. 
again  supported  the  work  of  the  school  and  helped  to  provide 
“extras”  for  the  children. 

We  were  able  to  send  two  parties  of  children  to  High  Borrans  this 
year  and  I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  great  social  and  educational 
benefits  our  children  derive  from  these  visits. 

This  year  proved  to  be  a  marvellous  one  for  educational  visits 
because  of  the  kindness  shown  to  the  school  and  the  other  special 
schools  in  Tynemouth  by  a  number  of  people  and  societies.  We 
received  an  old  ambulance  at  a  nominal  sum  by  the  courtesy  of 
Tynemouth  Council,  Tynemouth  Health  Committee  and  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Education  Committee,  which  was  paid  for  and  converted  with 
money  raised  by  Tynemouth  Round  Tablers.  Some  of  the  running 
costs  for  the  first  year  were  met  by  a  donation  of  £100  from  the 
Golden  Sands  Club.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  involved  in 
these  acts  of  generosity  for  their  help  and  support.  The  ability  to  take 
groups  of  children  to  places  of  interest,  when,  and  as  often  as  it  is 
needed,  has  proved  to  be  of  immense  value. 

Later  in  the  year  we  were  delighted  to  receive,  in  response  to  a 
request  from  our  P.T.A. ,  the  gift  of  a  brand-new  mini-bus  from  the 
Newcastle  Committee  of  the  Variety  Club  of  Great  Britain.  This 
mini-bus  with  the  ambulance  means  that  the  transport  needs  of  the 
three  special  schools  within  the  Borough  of  Tynemouth  are  ade¬ 
quately  catered  for  and  indeed  these  vehicles  have  been  well  used  by 
all  the  schools  throughout  the  year. 
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Another  gift  we  received  came  from  old  friends  on  the  Marden 
Estate,  when  the  patrons  of  the  ‘Border  Terrier’  and  the  Marden 
Residents  Association  Youth  Club  bought  and  presented  the  school 
football  teams  with  a  new  strip.  It  was  most  pleasant  to  receive  this 
gift  and  the  assurance  that  our  neighbours  still  support  this  school. 

We  again  received  many  visits  throughout  the  year  from  Students 
and  teachers  from  all  over  the  world  as  well  as  from  this  country. 
The  children  were  proud  to  show  them  their  work  and  their  school. 

The  boys  and  girls  again  took  part  in  a  full  and  varied  programme 
of  athletic  and  sporting  occasions.  We  had  a  very  good  year  in  these 
events,  particularly  in  cross-country  running  and  in  Girls  Athletics. 

This  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  children  with  satisfactory 
progress  being  made  thanks  to  the  hard  work  and  devotion  of  all 
members  of  staff.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Education 
Office,  the  staff  at  The  Health  Department,  and  all  the  friends  who 
have  assisted  the  work  of  the  school  during  this  year.  Finally  I  would 
like  to  thank  all  the  staff  at  Southlands,  teaching,  ancillary  and 
domestic  for  all  their  hard  work  and  loyal  service  in  making  this 
year  such  a  happy  and  successful  one  for  the  children  at  this  school.
